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No Fees Received in Jef- 
ferson City for Li- 
censes, Witness Tells 
House Investigating 
Committee.

JEFFERSON CITY, Yeb. 10— 
A House ‘avestigating committee 
today was told that 379 motor ve- 
hicle licenses sent to the bureau's 
St. Louis office in 1949 are miss- 
ing. 

The witness, Henry A. Behrens 
Jr., in charge of the license bu- 
reau’s auditing section, told the 
committee his records do not 
show that any fees were received 
at Jefferson City for the licenses. 
The missing tags included 321 for 
passenger cars, 26 for trucks and 
32 for trailers, Behrens reported. 

In 1949 truck licenses sold for 
from $10 to $200, rates which have 
since been raised. The fees for 
passenger automobiles ranged 
from $11 to $37.50, the same as at 
present. 

Discussing 150 truck licenses 
missing from the 1949 issue, the 
witness said bureau records ac- 
counted for 69 renewals the fol- 
lowing year. Similar testimony 
was given by a previous witness 
last week, 


Year-End Accounting. 

Behrens testified that before 
1949, the motor vehicle unit of- 
fice made a charge against branch 
offices for license plates which 
had not been accounted for at the 
end of a year. He said that if a 
branch office manager could not 
furnish an affidavit that plates 
unaccounted for were not actually 
received, he would be charge $11 
for each passenger plate and $10

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10— The 
United States in the new adminis- 
tration’s stepped-up “cold war” 
against the Soviet Union will use 
methods hitherto considered too 
dangerous and too “shocking” to 
be employed, according to one of 
the high officials who will be 
waging the “war.” 

These methods will probably 
include attempts to trick Commu- 
nists into working for this coun- 
try without realizing that they are 
being used for this purpose, Gen. 
Walter Bedell Smith has indi- 
cated to the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee. 

Gen. Smith gave this and other 
information about the administra- 
tion’s plans for the cold war in 
previously secret testimony the 
committee has now published. 

The Senate has just confirmed 
Smith as Under Secretary of 
State, a post in which he will play 
a leading part in the cold war. 
Gen. Smith served previously as 
director of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency. 

Two Major Difficulties.

Pine street on which it has com- 
pleted plans for construction of a 
four-deck garage that will bridge 
an alley parallel to Pine and 
Olive. 

The proposed garage will have 
a capacity of 450 automobiles and 
the building will cost an estimated 
$400,000, Mandel said. 

Mandel said his company also 
plans an addition to its Ninth and 
Chestnut Garage which will ex- 
pand that installation’s present 
capacity of 555 automobiles to 
1000. The adjoining lot has been 
acquired and construction is ex- 
2 to cost about $350,000, he 
said. 

Mandel today applied to the 
Board of Public Service for a 
permit to take over another por- 
tion of a building on the south 
side of St. Charles street between 
Ninth and Tenth streets in which 
the firm now operates a 275- 
automobile public garage. The 
added space, for which the permit 
is sought, would accommodate 160 
extra machines, he said. Remod- 
eling will cost about $235,000, he 
added. The board referred the 
application to the Building Com- 
missioner for an inspection. 

Mandel said his company pro- 
posed to take over the remaining 
space in the building in which 
Union Electric Co. formerly oper- 
ated a meter repair station and 
still has some steam generating 
equipment. When this space is 
available, the St. Charles street 
garage will have a capacity of 
meee than 600 automobiles, he 
said.

PARKING, EARNINGS 
TAX BILLS TO BE 
OFFERED THIS WEEK

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 10 — 
The St. Louis city administration’s 
permanent earnings tax bill and 
its off-street parking bill will be 
introduced in the State Senate 
tomorrow or Thursday, Senator 
Michael Kinney of St. Louis said 
today. 

Both bills were brought here 
today by Associate City Counse- 
lor Aubrey Hamilton, who was 
calling on other St. Louis mem- 
bers of the Senate to join Sen- 
ator Kinney as co-sponsors of the 
legislation. It was not immedi- 
ately apparent how many other 
senators would join in actively 
supporting the bills. 

The tax bill calls for renewal 
of the St. Louis earnings tax on 
a permanent basis, to give. the 
city an estimated $7,000,000 to 
„800, annual income. The 
present earnings tax law, adopted 
as an gst TR measure, expires 
in April, 1954. 

The off-street parking bill 
would give the city authority to 
develop and operate parking fa- 
cilities as part of the program 

designed to eliminate acute traf- 
fie congestion in business areas 
of the city. The bill has the sup- 
port of the Mayor’s Mass Trans- 
portation Committee.

High Praise for ROK Troops. 

In other answers Van Fleet said 
the Allies lost two chances for 
victory in Korea, disclosed his 
own most heart-shaking decisions 
as commanding general, and gave 
what he feels are the two greatest 
achievements of the Eighth Army 
under his leadership. 

He included a glowing tribute 
to the “anti-Communist patriotism

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Limited Objective 

Good, as far as it goes—that is a fair first ap- 
praisal of the legislative program which Repub- 
lican congressional leaders say they have agreed 
on with President Eisenhower. 

But can it be said that the 11-point program 
goes far enough? A check of the items will pro- 
vide a reasonable answer. 

Extension of the Reciprocal Trade Act, exten- 
sion of aid to schools in critical areas, amend- 
ments of the Taft-Hartley Act, feorganization of 
executive departments and agencies—these all 
are desirable and should be enacted. 

So should social security be extended to oc- 
eupational groups not now covered; customs pro- 
cedures be simplified, and appropriation bills be 
prepared and passed. But if statehood is.to be

The President and congressional leaders have 
agreed to increase the number of District of 
Columbia commissioners, and the President evi- 
dently intends to use the new appointments to 
broaden fepresentation of the District’s popula- 
tion. But this decision only emphasizes the 
failure to make home rule for the national capi- 
tal a part of the joint program, even though the 
President spoke up for it in his State of the 
Union message and though this reform is favored 
by many members of Congress in both parties. 

Why call for limited extension of some con- 
trols and allocations in critical defense situa- 
tions, and take no notice whatever of the need 
for stand-by inflation contro] legislation? This is 
a need so obvious that Senator Capehart of Indi- 
ana, one of the Republican conservatives, is 
backing a bill for stand-by control machinery. 

If customs procedures need simplifying do 
not the immigration procedures set up by the 
McCarran-Walter Act of the last Congress also 
need revision? President Eisenhower himself is 
on record for McCarran-Walter revision. 

It is not surprising to find no mention of civil 
rights as the President made it clear in his cam- 
paign that he regarded the protection of equal 
rights as primarily a state responsibility. Appar- 
ently the new Administration is little if any in- 
terested in even the modest approach to this 
problem of Republican Senator Ives, New York. 

Certainly it does not seem as much concerned 


as the group of Democratic Senators who favor 


abolition of the poll tax as a voting requirement 
or as a more recently organized group of Senate 
Democrats who are seeking to bring the filibuster 
under reasonable restraint. 

The one thoroughly bad item in the 11 points 
is that which relates to offshore oil ownership. 
For presumably this means legislation in Con- 
gress, to be approved by President Eisenhower, 
to turn control ot underwater oil off the coasts 
of Texas, Louisiana und California over to the 
governments of these states. 

This will be, if it finally does occur, twice a 
serious mistake. It will turn over to a relatively 
small number of people benefits which should 
go to the country as a whole. It will invite the 
exploitation and dissipation of the last great 
known oil resource adjacent to the United States 
—a resource which would be a first need in the 
event of war. 

Senator Taft, who announce the program, 
said that it is not “exclusive and that other sub- 
jects will be taken up.” This is a good sign, but 
the list in itself- shows what the G.O.P. high 
command in Congress and at the White House 
thinks is of first importance. . 

Among the revisions contemplated should be an 
"early upward revision of the 11-point program. 
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White House Without Dog House 


If there is to be any dog about the White 
House, it must be the ghost of Fala. President 
and Mrs. Eisenhower have turned down offers 
of gifts with the explanation that while they 
don't have anything against dogs, they don't 
have any time to care for them, either. In the 
absence of a First Dog of the Land, presumably 
the Vice Dog will take top billing, and we shall 
expect to be seeing Checkers calling at 1600 
Pennsylvania avenue with his master, Vice Pres- 
ident Nixon. After all, the President made it 
clear he doesn't have anything against dogs. 
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Alien Property Inquiry: Phase 2 

The staff of the Senate subcommittee investi- 
gating the Office of Alien Properties has been 
largely dissolved by the new chairman, Senator 
Everett Dirksen of Illinois. This might have been 
expected, since the staff was built up under the 
chairmanship of Senator Willis Smith of North 
Carolina, a Democrat. Now that the chairman- 
ship has reverted to a Republican, Mr. Dirksen 
wants to pick his own assistants. 

The waste motion involved in scrapping a 
staff that had become knowledgeable in the 
course of its work, and setting up a green staff 
that wif require some time to reach where the 
old one left off, is regrettable. The more import- 
ant thing, however, is for the investigation to 
be carried forward. Before the first subcommit- 
tee took hold, Senator Wiley of Wisconsin raised 
serious questions whether the properties were 
being liquidated speedily enough and whether 
they were being milked in excessive salaries to 
administrators and excessive fees to lawyers. 

The subcommittee under Senator Smith said 
in its interim report that claims were being so 
inefficiently handled it would be 20 years longer 
before some of them were disposed of and that 
there Wes no hope under present procedures for 
other claims ever to be completed. It recom- 
mended closing the OAP’s branch offices in New 
York, San Francisco, Tokyo, Manila, Honolulu 
and Munich, centralizing the operation in Wash- 
ington. Better operation would result, it said. 

OAP started out with more than half a billion 
dollars’ worth of alien properties, of which some 
three fifths remain in its custody. The size and 
importance of its operations justify the most 
thoroughgoing inquiry by Senator Dirksen's sub- 
committee into the leads developed by Senator 
Wiley, the conclusions of the interim report, and 
any new leads which can be developed. 
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No Room for Fakery 

Senator Barrett, chairman of a Senate Elec- 
tions subcommittee, says that forged documents 
were used in the 1952 campaign to reflect. dis- 
credit on Richard M. Nixon, now Vice President. 
The new Republican Senator from Wyoming 
cites as evidence two documents which untruth- 
fully represent Nixon as having received $50,000 
from two oil companies. It is not alleged that 
these were printed in newspapers, but the 
subcommittee says that they were “circulated.” 

If “forged” papers were used against President 
Eisenhower’s running mate, the truth should be 
established beyond question and the guilty per- 
sons held responsible. The technique of photo- 
graphic fakery was well worked out and used in 
the 1950 senatorial election in Maryland in 
which Republican John Marshall Butler defeated 
Democrat Millard E. Tydings. Deliberate 
falsification should not be allowed to become a

Administrator Stassen, ‘described their 10-day 
European tour as “encouraging.” 

This word, with its touch of diplomatic vague- 
ness, seems well chosen. All things considered, 
the trip was k euccess on this side of the Atlan- 
tic. Overseas, it provoked much criticism by 
politicians of virtually all parties. But it may 
also have induced to speed up joint action 
against the Russian threat. 

Europe has been told to stop dragging its feet, 
to get on with unification. This ig bound to sit 
well with the millions of Americans who, look- 
ing to Korea and to our foreign aid program, 
have had the feeling that the United States has 


been contributing rather more than its share to 
the defense against Red totali But how 
does it sit in Europe? ; | 


The British press, both Conservative and La- 
bor, does ‘not like it. Likewise the continental 
press. The only difference in the comments has 
been one of tone. Because Mr. Dulles said that 
the United States may have to “re-think” its pol- 


_ icy and because Mr. Stassen said that foreign 


aid will be closely keyed té achievement of State 
Department objectives, commentators abroad are 
asking whether Washington is more interested in 
forcing its favored form of reorganization on 
Europe than in European co-operation against 
Communism. 

Obviously, some of the protests stem from in- 
jured pride. Others may well be cover-ups for 
the lack of progress in France and Germany 
toward the formation of the proposed European 
army. Perhaps Mr. Dulles should not have 
seemed to demand European unification under 
American pressure. It might have been better 
to keep in mind President Eisenhower's affirma- 
tion that such unity “cannot be manufactured 
from without; it can only be created within.” 

It might also have been better ‘not to set an 
April deadline—the next NATO meeting—for 
proof of new progress toward unification. Evi- 
dence produced on such short notice and under 
almost direct threat of a curtailment of Ameri- 
can assistance may be of doubtful value. 

The critics of Mr. Dulles, however, accuse him 
chiefly of a certain lack of touch and a vague- 
ness in expressing objectives. Perhaps allies are 
like Harvard football players, to be cajoled rath- 
er than threatened. But delays on such matters 
as European defense do justify prodding. 

And such prodding, no matter how it may dis- 
please sensitive Europeans, cannot reduce the 
fundamental necessity for a solid front against 
Moscow. It is too bad that so many Europeans 
are nettled, but the ultimate verdict will be read 
in results. 
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It Doesn’t Make Sense 

Col. Kenneth Hansen, chief of psychological 
warfare in Gen. Clark’s Tokyo headquarters, 
has told how our forces are employing oriental 
girls as propagandists to the North Korean and 
Chinese Communist troops. “After all,” says 
Col. Hansen, as reported in the Chicago Tribune, 
“the enemy knows what we're doing why 
shouldn’t the American people.” : 

Well, if the enemy knows all about our psy- 
chological warfare, it is time to change the 
content, and perhaps even our psychological 
warfare officer. In World War II these efforts 
were kept secret, as they should be. If the 
use of spoken stratagem is to be told far and 
wide so the enemy can readily combat it, there 
is no point in spending time, effort or money 
on it. 
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* Finis to a 2-Year Stall 

After two years of stalls and delays of every 
imaginable kind, the 1951 tax law dealing with 
trucks and busses in Illinois now has the final 
approval of the United States Supreme Court. It 
should have been enough for the obstacle-raisers 
when the law was approved by the Illinois State 
Supreme Court last year. But it was not. They 
decided to becloud the financing of the new high- 
way program as long as they could and so they 
appealed to Washington. 

Now the objectors have lost in both the state 
and federal Supreme Courts and the highway 
program will go forward—presumably without 
the noise which the truckers have been raising 
since the bill was first introduced to provide 
adequate revenue for reconstruction of Illinois 
highways. This opposition of the truckers, inci- 
dentally, was one réason why Adlai E. Stevenson 
did not carry Illinois last November. The truck- 
ers put on an organized campaign throughout 
the state to punish him because, as Governor, 
he insisted on rescuing a state highway system 
that was rapidly going to pieces. 

If there are those in the Stratton Administra- 
tion or the new Legislative session at Spring- 
field who were thinking of tampering with the 
highway legislation passed by two Republican 
chambers in 1951, the Supreme Court decision 
should be father to a wiser thought. 
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Aer Barons vs. Budweiser 

The repeal of prohibition was no death sen- 
tence for the Chicago hootch barons. They just 
went into the “legitimate” liquor business. They 
used their specialized tactics of intimidation to 
become Whisky and beer distributors, night club 
and tavern operators, That was detailed 15 years 
ago by a Post-Dispatch reporter. It was brought 
to national attention more recently by the Ke- 
fauver committee. In fact, the operations of the 
“syndicate” seem to have become well known to 
almost everybody but certain Chicago law en- 
forcement officials. 

Now these underworld moguls are accused of 
promoting a boycott against Anheuser-Busch 
beers. Maybe it is only local pride asserting itself 
against St. Louis produets. Or maybe it is a 
widening of the market for the syndicate’s own 
brews. Or maybe it is just a bid for a cut in the 
Budweiser business. 


But maybe the syndicate will not have every- 


thing its own way this time. There is a new 
State’s Attorney in Chicago. John Gutknecht 
made a record for courage on the bench. And in 
his law teaching days at DePaul, he used to tell 
his students that as lawyers it would be their 
duty to clean up their own community. He is go- 
ing to investigate the Anheuser-Busch affair, and 
maybe he will resist the blind alleys so often 
prepared for Chicago “reformers.” _—_ 

It is a little disconcerting, however, to hear 
him complain of a lack of co-operation on the 
part of the St. Louis firm—which, in the words 
of its own spokesman, “will never deal with an 
underworld element.” But it takes more than a 
hands-off policy to break up a well-intrenched 
racket. , Courageous law enforcement officials 
need all the positive cooperation they can get. 
Surely State’s Attorney Gutknecht will get that 
co-operation from Anheuser-Busch,

Today she is undertaking the biggest 
river development in the world, a mam- 
moth land reclamation project, and a rural 
extension program that will affect 22,000,- 
000 persons in the first year alone. 

The United States, through the Point 
IV program, is help- 
ing with 11 proj- 
ects in India’s Five 
Year Plan. The 350, 
000,000 allotted in 
the first year of 
Point IV is matched 
by the equivalent 
of some $86,000,000 
in Indian rupees. 

In the main, the 
Indo-American pro- 
gram is concentrat- 
ing on comparatively 
short-range ways to 
increase crop yields. 
There’s a compelling Chester Bowles 
reason for this—India now must spend 
about $500,000,000 annually to import food 
and cotton which could easily be grown 
in India. 

The program involves ‘Improved irriga- 
tion methods, the introduction of more 
implements and fertilizer, and, of special 
value, the down-to-earth advice of Ameri- 
can agricultural extensian agents. 


The biggest Indo-American project in 
dollars is one to drill 2000 tubewells to 
get water for irrigation. Each well will, on 
the average, irrigate more than 400 acres. 
Next in dollar expenditure is a plan to im- 
port 100,000 tons of fertilizer. 


Other projects will speed up the great 
irrigation projects on India’s: rivers, de- 
velop marine fisheries, get iron and ‘steel 
for simple tools and implements. 


Significantly, the Indo-American proj: 
ects center around India’s own Community 
Projects program. Rural development, 
based on tried-and-true American exten- 
sion service principles, has already been 
tried out successfully in many pilot demon- 
stration centers. 

Results prove conclusively that the in- 
dian farmer will readily accept and apply 
advice on better cropping practices, better 
seed, new fertilizing methods, and soil 
improvement, 

It has been shown also that he wants to 
learn how to protect his own health and 
that, although illiterate, he can quickly 
learn to read and write if someone will 
teach him. 

The Community Projects program is 
starting in 55 areas, each embracing some 
200,000 people in about 300 villages. Two 
of the 11 Indo-American agreements relate 
specifically to these Community Projects. 
One provides for setting up the projects. 
The other for training the thousands of 
local workers needed for the program.

Other projects are for contro} of malaria 
which, with 80,000,000 victims annually, is 
India’s worst health hazard; for aid to soil 
and forestry research; and for locust con- 
trol. India has already done good work 
in soil research, and its Forestry Institute, 
famous throughout Asia, has long grappled 
with the malaria problem. It was in India, 
in fact, that a scientist first discovered that 
the anopheles mosquito was the carrier of 
malaria. 

It is clear, then, that India is not to be 
regarded as some poor relation. On the 
contrary, she is emerging as a leader 
among nations, an example to inspire all 


Asia. All her resources are now united 


in a courageous attempt to prove one 
thing — that democracy, in a short time, 
can accomplish a better life for all people 
without the loss of liberty. 


It is at this point, and in these imme- 
diate days, that the United States can do 
most to help India, Few things are more 
certain in this world of confusion than 
that, with our help, India will succeed. 


What is called for is both anderstanding 
and support of the United States Point 
IV program. You can help, too, by ex- 
tending your hospitality to the many Indi- 
ans who are now in the United States as 
students or technical trainees. , 

Private contributions, of course, are al- 
ways valuable, for these gifts provide the 
means to meet emergencies—to help the 
nurse or doctor who needs vaccines; to 
rush food to an area where drouth has 
created famine conditions; to supply farm- 
ers with simple plows that will permit 
them to grow better crops. 

The American * have always been 
willing to give of what they have to alle“ 
viate suffering or cope with disaster con- 
ditions.

EMPRESS OF 1 by Helen A. Mahler.

The Empress is a éy of Athens— 
Athenais by name—who in the fifth cen- 
tury after Christ became the bride of Theo- 
dosius of Byzantium. Against the back- 
ground of the religious conflict 2 in- 
volved most of the Roman Empire, Miss 
Mahler has woven a rich tapestry of royal 
romance, intrigue and pageantry. Her 
story brings to life the, historical person- 
ages of the time. Its pages are peopled 


with men and women who seem much 


—— than shadowy figures from a writer's 
nd. 

The Emperor Theodosius is reluctant 
to marry, having an unacknowledged and 
suppressed obsession for his sister and 
regent, Pulcheria, and a passion, neither 
unacknowledged nor suppressed, for his 
Lord Chamberlain, Paulinus. 


Paulinus, however, has managed to stave 
off his emperor’s yearnings and he and 
Pulcheria decide that Theodosius shall be 
married forthwith. 

Accordingly, all of the beautiful and tal- 
ented women of the known world are 
bidden to the court, and from them are 
picked the choicest, from whom Theodosius 
is to select his bride. But he will have 
none of them. 

Pulcheria despairs, and only the arrival 
in Byzantium of Athenais provides a ray of 
hope. Athenais, Pulcheria decides, is the 
woman for her brother. 


An audience is arranged, and Athenais 
is brought before the emperor and Pauli- 
nus—with devastating results. Theodosius 
succumbs at once and so does Athenais, 
but her heart goes to Paulinus. Amid such 
tensions the story skirts the fringes of 
Greek tragedy and storms to a climax of 
murder, strife and banishment. 

The author, with the assistance of Leona 
Nevler, translated the book from the orig- 
inal German. In so doing she has clothed 
her story in a majestic style. She writes 
in a stately and yet warm and glowing 
fashion that is fitting for the grandiose lev- 
el on which her drama is keyed.

Take a steak, for instance. Per- 
haps you belong to the school of 
thought that believes it is gilding 
the lily to take any liberties with 
a juicy steak. But we think you 
will admit that it adds interest, 
without tampering with the fla- 
vor, to give it a “new look.” 

Here is one method suggested 
by the National Livestock and 
Meat. Board. Remove the pin 
bone from a sirloin steak. In its

Place four cups of water in a

Boil the spaghetti over medium 
heat for nine minutes. In the 
meantime, cut your steak into 
one inch cubes (don’t measure 
exactly — use your judgment). 
Melt the butter or margarine in 
a saucepan over low heat. Saute 
(fry) your meat in it until it is 
a light brown on all wy * ans- 
fer the meat, and what r or 
margarine is left, into one or 
more casseroles. Drain the spa- 
ghetti in a strainer and put it in 
the casseroles. Drain the toma- 
toes (serve the juice to your 
thirsty cooks), and pour them 
over the meat. Add the corn and 
seasonings and mix well. Bake the 
casseroles in a 350 degree oven 
for 28. minutes. Serves twelve. 
Don't be afraid to use seasonings. 
Be sure you taste as you go. 

Peanut Butter Cookies. 

One half cup shoftening, one 
half cup peanut butter, one half 
cup white sugar, one half cup 
brown sugar, one egg, one cup 
flour, one half teaspoon baking 
powder, three fourth teaspoon 
baking soda. 

Turn on the oven and set it for 
450 degrees. Let the shortening 
soften at room temperature. Mix 
the shortening and ‘peanut butter 
together in a large bowl. Add 
the sugar gradually and mix well. 
Break the egg into a small bowl 
and beat; add to the sugar mix- 
ture. Sift the flour, baking 
powder and baking soda together 
onto a piece of waxed paper; add 
them to the first mixture, slowly. 
Mix well together. Grease a 
cookie sheet. Take a piece of 
dough the size of half a walnut 
and roll it into a ball with your 
hands. Flatten out the ball by 
pressing it onto the cookie sheet. 
Repeat until all the dough is 
used. Bake at 450 degrees for 
twelve minutes.
